HEALTH AND MODERN INDUSTRY. 


One of much interest was that in con- 
nection with Public" Health. Here Dr. 
C. T. Maitland (Tsinan) read a paper on 
“Health and Modern Industry in 
China.” Modern. industry, he said, had 
come to China, but the East had pot 
yet awakened to the importance of oc- 
cipation a8 “a factor in industry. ‘In 
China in addition to lack of knowledge, 
one ad the .Uriental acceptation. of 
things as they existéd and as they: had 
‘been for hundreds of years, and little 
desire for betterment or’ change. They 
were content with things which had re- 
mained as they. were for centuries and 
continued to experience bitter days with- 
out a word of complaint. 


The most recent ‘and. reliable . figures 
obtainable showed that there were in 
China 19,000 factorics and in. them about 
600,000 workers. “There were not, £0, far, 
in China the evils attendant upon the 
growth of the factory ‘system puch: as 
were experienced in the industrial fe- 
yolutions in ‘England, but they were 
doubtless’ coming.
